RESPECTING ELPCTIONS. 

The following is a summary of the provi- 
sions of the proclamation issued by lieutenant 
governor Laird on the 5th of February, Issi, 
under which the election to come off shortly 
in this electoral division will be held; 

A returning Officer is appointed by the 
lieutenant-governor for the electoral division, 
and he will receive the writ of election. It is 
his duty to see that the clection takes place 
in due form, He shall appoint an clector of 
the district as election clerk to assist him in 
his work and act as his deputy when neces- 
sary. Neither the returning officer nor elec- 
tion clerk are allowed to vote unless there is 
a tie, when they Will be perniitted to give the 
casting vote. 

Not less than eight davs before the day fix- 
ed in the writ for the nomination of Cundi- 
dates the returning offiesr shall cause to be 
posted up in a Conspicuous position in at 
least ten of the most public places through- 
out the electoral district a proclamation 
announcing the date and place of nomina- 
tion. In certain cases the returning officer 
has power to postpone the day of nomination 
mentioned in the writ to a day to be appoint- 
ed by himself, but in no case must the nomi- 
nation day be less than eight days later than 
the posting up of the proclamations, 


At any time after the date of the proclama- | 


tion and before two o’clock in the afternoon 
of the day of nomination any four or more 
electors may nominate a candidate by athrm- 
ing to and signing betore a justice of the 
peace or the returning officer, and cansing to 
be filed with the returning Officer a nomiina- 
tion paper in the following form ; 

‘“Wethe undersigned aifirm that we are 
duly qualitied as electors of the electoral dis- 
trict of Edmonton to vote at the election now 
about to be held of a member to represent 
the said electoral district im the council of 
the North-West territories, and that as such 
we nominate [here insert the name, residence, 
occupation, or description of the person nom- 
inated sufficiently to establish his identity] as 
a candidate at the said election, and we tur- 
ther affirm that the said [naming the candi- 
date] is duiy qualified to be nominated as a 
candidate at the said election, and that he 
has consented [or in case of his absence from 
the district, we fully believe he will consent) 
to this nomination.” 

It the returning offleer is handed in a nom- 
ination paper which he regards as informal 
he shall immediately return it to the person 
delivering the same aid state to him the 
informality. 


Any candidate may withdraw atany time | 


before the close of the poll, and any votes 
given for him will then be null and void. 

If only one candidate is nominated on nom 
ination day he shall at once be declared elect- 
ed by the returning officer. 

If a poll is necessary the district shall be 
subdivided into polling divisions not exceed- 
ing six in number. 

The poll shall be held on the same day of 
the week as the nomination, in the second 
week thereafter, between the hours of nine 
o'clock in the forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon. The voting to be open. 

Immediately after having granted a poll 
the returning officer shall cause to be posted 
upat all places where the proclamation for 
the election was posted up a notice announc- 
ing the date of the election, the different 
polling divisions aiid stations, the names ot 
the candidates, and the date and place at 
Which the poll books will be opened and the 
election declared. 

Enumerators shall be appointed tor the 
different polling divisions who Will Compile 
lists of the duly qualitied voters in cach and 
arrange the names alphabetically 
lists must be completed betore polling: day. 
Two copies must forthwith be posted up in 
two of the most public places in the polling 
division, and a third list shall be retained tor 
revision. The revised lists shall be handed 
to the deputy returning officer of the poling 
division before eight o'clock nthe 
ing of the polling day.

EDMONTON AGENCY, 

The Edmonton Stndian agency controls 
eighteen bands of 
chiefs and three headmen, having a total 
number of 2,657 souls. The treaty money 
paid last fall amounted to $14,570. Ten of 
the bands had 521 acres under cultivation last 
year and the other eight bands probably 
about 150 acres more, a total of 671 acres. 
The total stock owned by all the bands is as 
iollows: Supplied by government. Horned 
cattle 168, horses 1. Private property- 
horned cattle 203, horses 542, pigs 31. Total 
heads of stock 945. There are three supply 
and instruction farms in the agency and 
these have under cultivation 270 acres of 
land, Of stock they have 20 horses, five 
mules, 27 cattle and & pigs. 

The officers of the agency comprise the 
agent, W. Anderson, with ottice at Kd- 
monton; sub-agents, J. A. Macrae at Kd- 
monton, and J. A. Mitehel at Victoria, and 
three farm instructors. The ayvent and in- 


structors are allowed interpreters and assis- | 


tants when necessary 
The different bands of the agency are 


placed directly under the supervision of one | 


orthe other of the instructors, so that the 
agency may be said to be divided inte three 
districts, one south of the Saskatchewan at 
Edmonton, one on the north side and one 
comprising the eastern part of the agency 
around Victoria. j 

8. B. Lucas is instructor for the division 
south of the Saskatchewan and the farin 
where he resides is situated on the south side 
of the Pipe Stone creck, near Peace hills, 
about forty miles south of Edmonton. 
About 50 acres of the farm is under cultiva- 
tion and the yield of roots for the past sea- 
son is as follows : 1,000 bushels turnips, 100 
bushels carrots, and 100 bushels bects. The 
grain crop was good but was not threshed in 
the early part of the winter, in order that the 
Indians might be employed at threshing when 
the weather did not permit hunting, conse- 
quently the return cannot be given at pres- 
ent. The stock consists of seven horses and 
twelve cattle.
